Ownig to a continuous 
rain here for the last thirty-six hours, 
the small streams have all overflowed, 
and the Missouri is rapidly rising. The 
Missouri Pacific track is built on the 
bank of the river most of the way from 
here to St. Louis. At the point where 
the wreck occurred the small streams 
from the bluffs had washed out the 
road, and when freight No. 128, east­ 
bound, due in St. Louis 
at about 5 
o'clock a. rn., was passing this place, 
the track gave way, the engine sinking 
in the river and eighteen cars follow­ 
ing.

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 4.—The bien­ 
nial report of State Auditor Robert C. 
Dunn to the 
Minnesota 
legislature 
contains some startling figures and rec­ 
ommendations, drawn from a rigid in­ 
terpretation of the law and a careful 
examination of the records of his office, 
which includes the land department. 
The general land department busi­ 
ness show’s that the grants of land to 
railroad companies by congress and by 
the state within the limits of the state 
of Minnesota, to aid in the construction 
of 3,200 miles of line, have amounted 
to over 20,000,000 acres. The total area 
of the state is about 46,000,000 acres. 
A reasonable valuation of these rail­ 
road lands is $103,000,000, 
or

$32,200 per mile. 
The auditor recommends that the leg­ 
islature direct that action be begun in

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 4.—A special to 
the Commercial-Tribune from Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., says that seventeen men are

Five men came ashore at 
Daytona Sunday noon. Capt. Murphy. 
Stephen Crane, the novelist; the cook 
and two sailors. One of the latter, Wil­ 
liam Higgins of Rhode Island, died soon 
after reaching land from the effects of 
the high surf. His family lives in Bos­ 
ton. One of the survivors gives the fol­ 
lowing details: 
“The tug sank at 7 o’clock Saturday 
morning, twenty miles off New Smyr­ 
na. A traitor in Spanish pay was the 
cause of the leak. He will be found and 
dealt with later. 
The leak was dis- 
Finding that 
the water gained on us, the captain 
called all hands and the vessel 
was 
turned shoreward. As she still contin­ 
ued to sink, two hoat-loads of Cubans, 
twelve men iii all, were first sent off. 
“One boat, containing six men, was 
capsized, and I am afraid the men were 
lost. 
One of the lifeboats containing 
nine men was swamped and a hastily 
constructed raft was made up from 
materials thrown to them, and they 
then disappeared from our sight. Capt. 
Murphy, Stephen Crane, the newspa­ 
per man, Higgins, myself 
and 
one 
other sailor took to the ten-foot dingy 
at the last moment, 
We tried to save 
the men in the water around us. but 
the heavy seas and blinding wind swept 
them from us. 
For twenty-four hours 
we battled with the heavy sea, con­ 
stantly bailing, and ti last land was 
sighted. As we attempted to land, the 
wind drove us into the breakers, and 
in an instant the boat was overturned 
and we were struggling for life. 
For 
an hour we battled for life and then 
managed to crawl out on the sands, al­ 
most dead. 
“Aid was asked from Daytona, as the 
Three Friends was the only vessel in 
port that could stand the seas. 
The 
Washington officials were wired, asking 
permission to send the tug out, even 
with revenue officers on board. 
This 
was at 4 p. rn. Saturday. Nothing was 
heard from the department as to aid in 
saving the lives of American citizens 
up to late Sunday afternoon. This was 
brought about by a 
strong 
message 
from Barrs, begging the department in 
the name of humanity to allow a vessel 
to leave. 
This brought the r nuired 
permission, and at 6:30 o’clock .t night 
the Three Friends steamed oat on her 
errand of mercy.”

Pro’f. Ugolino Mosso, of Turin, Italy, 
bus made some interesting experim ents 
on the effects experienced in ascend­ 
ing to high altitudes. 
All climbers o( 
lofty mountains are aware that at great 
heights, such as the sum m it of ^font 
Blanc, respiration becomes more or less 
troublesome, the heart beats rapidly, 
and sometimes irregularly, and a feel­ 
ing of exhaustion, often accompanied 
by nausea, is experienced. 
These ef­ 
fects arise largely from the rarity of 
the air, and since the atmosphere be­ 
comes less dense the higher one goes, 
it is evident that a lim it must soon 
be reached above which man cannot 
ascend. 
Prof. Mossc made his first ex­ 
periments on Monte Rosa, next to Mont 
Blanc, the highest peak of the Alps, 
where he ascended to an elevation ex­ 
ceeding 15,000 feet without serious in­ 
convenience. 
Returning to Turin, 'he 
made his next ascent, so to speak, with­ 
out ascending at all. 
In other words, 
he produced an im itation of the rare 
atmosphere of a very lofty mountain 
lop 
by partially exhausting the air 
from a large pneumatic chamber in 
which he had shut him self. W hen the 
air in the chamber corresponded in 
density 
with that which would be 
found at a height of 24,272 feet above 
sea level he suffered such ill effects 
that he could not carry the experiment 
further. 
The height to which Prof. 
Mosso thus simulated an ascent is al­ 
most a mile less than that of Mount 
Everest 
(29,002 feet above the sea 
level), so that it seems improbable that 
man will ever be able to set hi$ foot 
on the loftiest peak of the earth.
